CHARGED WITH MURDER. 

A Ohlnawonmn Dies in a Brothel on FiHunril 
Street, and Two Men are Arrested on 
Siisploton of Having Foiionod Her 
— Au Inqu«8t ]Iel*]. 

Ou .Sunday morning, about' 2 o'olock, a 
C'hinawoiiiau imiuod lAnn Gum di<)d in a 
liouae on Fisgard street. In tho afternoon 
a Chinaman met Mr. Sturoy and asked 
him to remove the body to hiB undertak- 
ing reomH. Ho was ou tho point of mak- 
ing arranKomonta to cjiiiply with tho ru- 
quost when ho \riis atoppud by tliu policis, 
who had rocoivod information that, fmil 
play wa» •us))ectud. 

'I'wo inou who wero in the houao wero 
anoatad and charged witli tlio criiuo of 
liaring poismiud thu n'rl, and tliey ai)pt;ar- 
ed in tiio police court yestorduy niurning. 
As will he soon in our report of tho pfo- 
coudings, a romand was granted to a\Vrtit 
tlio rusult of tlio Coroner's inquest. 

THK INQUKST. 

Ac 3 o'clock Dr. Jackaun empanelled 
a jiiry iii'MR Storey's room . the names of 
the moinbors of which are' as follows; 
Dixie H. Ross (foreman), F. jOarne, jr., 
K. Maynard, M. Hunibor, R. Porter and 
Joaopli Jirowii. 

Mr. C. E. Pooloy and Mr. Pell np 
peaied for the proaocution and Mr. Olias. 
Wilaon for tho defense, 

After viewiiig the body,those interested 
repaired to the police court, where tliu 
fdllowiuj; evidence was hoard: 
Wong Hung, sworn — said: Know Liio 
woman Ling (iuni; knew that aho wa.s 
doad on .Sunday ; the ownura of thi' 
iiouso sho lirod in are Chu Fan, W'dul; 
Hong, and Ling You; four prostitute.s 
lived in tho house; Ling (Jum was one of 
thoia; she oamo over hero last year, her 
name then was Ah Quy; knew that shu 
was not sick; was at tho house un Friday 
night; wont there at 9 o'clock and st^iid 
all night; do not know whotiiur alio died 
oil Saturday or Sunday ; idl 1 know about 
it is that throe parties wuro forcing 
tho women for monsy, and forcing her lo 
become a prostitute; what I mean by 
forcing her, is that she wanted to leave 
the place and ttoy.wauted,ber'' tp')tgive 
tlium 8500; do not know of what she died. 

To Mr. Pooloy— 1 oflbred ,e;.50O to Liii 
You, Chu Fun, and Wong Son;;; roeo;,' 
nisa Wonjj Seng, and Chu Fun incotii l; 
tliey )ir(jmi8od ine that if 1 would bring 
the money I could take tho girl away to 
be my wife; I brought tho money, but 
they refused it, and demanded $920; 
went t(i the house on Friday at 9 o'clock 
at night; when I got tliero tho parties 
were abusing tlio girl; 1 told Iilt I could 
not lioli) her as I did not have SU20; aftoi- 
that tiio| girl said mIio did not know whitt 
would bucoiiio of lior as tlio people would 
always bo bothering her. 

To Mr. Wilson — Used to go to tho 
house now and then; left the house at 
10:30 Saturday luoriiing; never went back 
to the house until about V2 o'clook Sun- 
day; first began to negotiate for her pur- 
chaso on the elaventh month in Chinese; 
am employed at Lim Chung's store; get 
§15 per mouth. 

To a juryman — Tho parties say she 
belonged to them, but in reality she did 
not. 

Quong Kee, sworn, deposed as follows 
V\'t>.nt up to Ling (ium's huilse with an- 
other man, All Kong, on Saturday night; 
it was about o'clock ; wont upstiiirs and 
saw the three, Wong Song, Chu Fun and 
Wong Fon; they were making a row and 
ware forcing the girl for money; they 
wanted $900 and some odd dollars from 
her; Ling Giiin said slio had no iiic/iicy: 
Chu Fun said, "if you linvo no iiioiu^y I 
will take you across to tlio olhor side and 
soil you"; she anavvored timtif tlioy forced 
her too hard, she would run away tcj 
Vtooman's woman nayluiii; Wong .Song 
said, "Oh,' you're going to run away and 
not pay me money," antl liedrc«- a pistol, 
and then Ling You, the woman, juiii))od 
over and caught his hand; she said, "you 
niusu't shoot, alio can't liy away from 
here"; Wong Song then put the pistol in 
his pocket, and the three wont down 
stairs, and 1 and Ah Kong - went - into 
Ling Gum's room; the girl was crying ter- 
ribly; loft a few minutes later; never saw 
her again. 

To Mr. Wilson — Ah Kong wont to the 
hiuiao with iiiu and also upatiiira; ho was 
with iiiu in the room; novor wont in until 
the other three went down stairs. 

To a .Juryman— The girl told me she 
was crying, bticause they were forcing her 
for some money. 

To the Coroner — Do not know if the 
girl used opium. 

Thos. Storey — Ain an undertaker; ;i 
Cliinaman mot me on flioiiday at 12 
o'clock and said a wonmii wa.s dead 
ill (/liinatown, ;ind wanted me t i 
ljury her; went down with hint; 
ho wanted to know when slio could 
be buried, and 1 told him not until thu 
ni'irrow; said I could take her to my 
store; they generally want them reiiiovod 
from those places iia soon as they an; 
doiid; there was nothing peculiar about 
tho appearance of tho body; h.iiidled the 
cor|iao and it was warm; the Cliiiitmian 
tolil 1110 that tho girl died iiboiit 2 o'clock 
ill the iiiorniiig; c(Mild not say myself if 
that Htatemont is true; thought nothing of 
being asked to remove a body at once, as 
1 have often been sent for befuro liiey are 
dead; tlie cause of death was not stated to 
tlie; usually no inquiries as to tho ciuiso of 
the death of a Cliinninan uro niado: the 
Cliinaman said that the woiiuin had heoii 
sick two or three days. 

To Mr. Wilson — The girl was drosaod 
ill the usual way, and it appeared to nio 
tliafc^ahe hadllaididdfrn^^^^^^^ 
and died ; it is not usual to register the 
deaths of Indiana ur Chinaiupu. 

To Mr. Pooloy — Was not allowod to 
take the body away; was stopped by the 
police. 

Dr. W. Renwick, L. R. 0., etc., sworn 
— Mtido a ixiat mortem examination of the 
body of Ling Gum; the body waa that of 
a young woman, well nourished; the hands 
wero tightly clenched, with tho thumb."! 
towards the p.-dms; tho teeth iroro tightly 
clenched; there was a brown stain 
running from the mouth; iiiu foot 
drawn inwards, adducted; the rigidity 
was well marked, except in the neck; 
there, wero scratches on front of thi? I'.bdo- 
men and- on tho right side from the lii|) to 
thu breast; tho scratches wero directed 
upwuids and were probably self-inflicted; 
on removing tho skull cap i\ll the aiiiior- 
ficial veins were congostod and oozing; 
tho brain waa iiuidthy and no lluid in the 
ventricals, but there was venous engorge- 
ment; tho lungs wore engorged and black, 
but floating in water; there was no in- 
flamniatioii, no fluid in tho pleural cavi- 
ties imd no adliosions; the heart waa 
healthy, but in tho right side there wero 
soiiio loo.se black clots; tho stomsuh wtu 
diatontlod with gas and lluid and contiiin- 
ed some solid and semi-solid particles; 
a quantity of brown lluid adherent to the 
walls; tho liver wan engorged, but other- 
\Tine healthj'; spleen healthy, kidneys 
healthy but engorged, the loft slightly 
more no than the right; no mtlammnlioii 
in any part of the howols, which woro 
empty except at the lower portion. 

'To Mr. Pooley — Consider tlio ongfirgo- 
inent of the lungs and th& venous en- 
gorgement of the brain were enough to 
ckuse death; do not know what caused the 
etfoot; am not satisfied with tho result of 



the oxninination and havo kept the stom- 
ach and its contents for further examina- 
tion; inn not prepared to give , a decided 
opinion to-day. 

The court then adjourned at 5:30 
o'clock.

A GHOST OK BOARD. 



Several sea captains fat in tho counting 
room of a Soutli stroel, chaiuller'H sliop 
one afternoDii recfiitly and discussed 
ghosts, sea scriienis and marine spoolcs 
geuorally. One captain said tliat he had 
once br.ii a niiito who liad seen a ghost lu 
the mizzentop one dark night. Another 
ol the skippers .said tliat hehndknomia 
captain who lind a steward who had once 
been shipinafcs witli a spook. 

"I can tell you a bel tor story tlian that, 
remarked a tliird sliipiuaster. "I was 
oni.'o on a hiiuuled vessel myself. This 
Tes.sol w.'.K really haunted by a ghost — 
am lelHiiK yim t)ie truth. And, what Is 
more, I was tlie gliost that haunted the 
vessel." This announcement gave rise to 
BOine e.xpre.saions o£ incredulity, which 
toe captain wlio chiinied to be an ex-ghost 
proceeded to answer by spinning his yarn 
"I was a tough youngster about 30 
years ago," lie continued, "so tough that 
my parents sent me to sea. I didn't par- 
ticularly fancy life on shipboard at first, 
becaim? llicy gave mo lots of work, and I 
didn't like v. orlc; and because they didn't 
give me 'Aooil victuals, and I was frightful 
Eond of -{oud victuals. The bark that I 
had sliii)ped on went to Bordeaux. The 
third nig! ID in that port I asked for per 
mission to go ashore, but was told that I 
would liave to remain on board. Tliat 
made me mad. I saw tho captain's small 
boat alongside the gangway with the oars 
lu it. I ci':i'.vled down into the hoat, ini- 
[astened tlie painter, and shoved off I'roni 
the li.'ik, 'I'hen 1 rowed, as I thought, 
towani the shore, but it goon canio on to 
be thii k. As I couldn't see but a few 
yards from tho boat, I bad nothing to do 
but sit (piietly in the boat and let her 
irift. And she drifted all night. Soon 
sfter daylight I heard tho swash of a vos 
Bel eoniiiif; toward nio. I jumped up and 
hniled Ikt. She was a small outward 
bound b.-irk, sailing slowly, with tlio 
wind on her beam. There were peojilo 
on her deck, and, just as they 
passed, one of them hove me a lino, which 
1 caught, lu a minute 1 was on hoard the 
vessel, surrouiuled by several rcush look- 
ing Spanish sailor.s, who examined me 
from hea<l to foot as if I were a curiosity, 
While they were still watohiiig me tlio 
captain came up, and, in broken Knglish, 
told me that liis vessel had just left Bor 
ileanx for Bueitos Ay res. Ho could not 
put back to land me, and it would bo un- 
safe for mo to leave the bark in the fog, 
He had a spare berth, and I could work 
my passage, ho said. He then ordered the 
little boat in which I had been found to be 
hauled on board. 

"I was placed In the mate's watoh. The 
mate was a wicked looking fellow, who at 
once took a strong dislike to me. One 
morning I began to IwUstle; while at my 
work. The mate heard me and gave me 
a sound thrashing. I took it from that 
that tlio mate was very superstitious, like 
the majority ot Spanish sailors then, and 
fancied that my whistling would bring 
the vessel ill luck. After that he always 
thrashed mo on the slightest provocation. 
We hud unfavorable winds and calms 
nearly tho whole time. The mate and the 
sailors all seemed to regard me as the 
cause of 'he unfavorable winds, fori often 
caught them looking at me in a distnist 
[ul way, as if they thought I was a .Jonah 
"The food was very poor and there was 
little of it. I slept hi a little room in the 
deckhouse where some of the stores were 
kept. Tiiere was a small trap door in tho 
deck in this room. One night, when we 
had the first watch on deck, I saw, as I 
pas.sed the galley door, that there was 
something that looked like a can of pro- 
served meat on a shelf inside the iloor. I 
watched my chance and seized t!ie can 
and took it to my bunk, where 1 hid it. 
At midiiifilit, when I turned in, 1 found 
that the can contained pickled lobster. I 
ate tho whole contents of tho cnn, and 
then stole out on deck and threw the can 
overboard. I slept heavily after turning 
in, and later on I had an uneasy feeling, 
as if my stomach wasn't working rightly. 
It seemed to mo as if I were climbing up 
and down precipices and groping along 
narrow ledges, and now and then crawl- 
ing along lu dark caves. Suddenly the 
scene seemed to change. I thought my- 
self in a small boaC alone on the ocean. A 
vessel came rapidly in sight and hurried 
past me. 'Help! help!' I cried; 'don't 
leave me here to perish!' Then I heard 
an answering cry in Spanish. I replied 
with another cry for help. Then I awoke 
and found myself in the lazaretto of the 
bark, with my liead slicking out of a small 
port hole. In my nightmare 1 had got out 
of my bunk, opened the traj) door in the 
deck, gone down into the hold, climbed 
aft along the cargo, entered the liizaretto 
through a small trap door, opened the 
port and stuck my head out into the air 
and yelled for help. It took nie a moment 
or so to realize all this. I then heard 
cries ou deck, and I concluded tliat I had 
really yelled out, and that the people ou 
deck thought that the yells came from 
some one who bad f.-illeii overboard ot 
from some shipwrecked person in a boat 
or clinging to a raft. 

"I shuddered when I thought of the 
thrashing that I was sure to receive from 
the mat(.' if he discovered that 1 had been 
responsible for the alarm. I closed the 
port aud started to retrace my steps. I 
had got through the trap door of the 
lazaretto when 1 stui!ilileil an<l fell over a 
basket. .\s I did so I heard the clinking 
of bottles. I lore ojion the basket and 
found that it was tilled with bottles of 
wine. I broke off tho neck of one of the 
bottles, which I proceeded to empty. I 
felt very comfortable after it, and I lay 
down on some matting which had been 
placed over a portion of tho cargo. I be- 
gan to feel drowsy, and tho next 'thing I 
remember was waking up. I must have 
been asleep for a number ot hours. It oc- 
curred to mo that I had been already 
missed, , , aud. that the crow probably 
thoughiiitliat';! ■ had fallen overboard, and 
had mistaken niy nightmare yells for 
drowning cries. 

"1 knew that when 1 reai)|)eared on 
deck thei-i- would he trouble, so I took 
ariol her l)oi I li- of wiiielo lirace up witli. 
■\V!iile I was iliinkiiiL: ihis. il struck me 
that it would he a i,'oo(l idi-ii I'or me to see 
if I licrr V, ei-e iiol .ioiue cal ,-ildes at hand. 
1 found near me a uiiinhci' of hams, sev- 
er;il i-,-i>i-s of lino liiM-uil, some bo.ves of 
r,-ii- ii:-^. and a ijuaiilily ot fancy groceries 
i.e.l i!i li_'ht l)o.\( s ;ind easy to get at. 
1 also roimil a few cases of chanijiagne 
aiid a mniihfr of case- of light wines. 
Afli'r inakin;;a hearly iiic.-il I coiicluded 
lli,-il, with such ample iT-^ources at hand, 
il would 111' foolish of ini- to no up on declv 
and u(fl llnashed. I oiiem-<l l he trap door 
of the l;izarello, and, going to llii' |Kirt, I 
fa.stened ibis oijoii. 'I'lie open |)(jrt and 
trapdoor admitted a little light and air 
into the after part ot the hnhi where my 
wfues and provisions were slored. I toed; 
a spare sail from the lazaretto and made 
myself tv comfortable slci'ping iilace among 
tlio cargo. Whi-n l',o' abseiice of ligllt 
Bhovvod me that ever.ing iiad set iu I ate a 
lieart) meal, which I «;ished d<nvii with 
a couphr ol hollies of v ini-. 

••I then coiM-iuded lii.-ii it would do me 
no harm if I ^.i'"' the .'-^pani.-irds a lilllp 
scare. I cllmh-/ii up into l he lazaretto 
(Hid, LToiiig to the |>.-.rl. stiieic my bead out 
and yelled: '.Siiip ahoy — helpl' .several 
limes. ! coiilil lu'Jir jiiople talking and 
running about on ileck, and 1 bad no 
ihiio.: lli,-it the .supi rslil ions Spaniards 
lliou;.'hi thai ghosi w.-is after them. 
Ne.Kt morning, wlien I awoke with ii lieart- 
liclie, I blamed inys-elf for having alarmed 
the crew needlessly, but when I had 
braced uji with a little wine I f<'ll Ibat liy 
keeping the Spaniards under Ihi.' Iinpres- 
Blon thai the vessel was haunlcd I hoy 
would be \ery chary about venturing 
rlowu Into the bold, and that consequently 
the dan.ma- of my bolng discovered would 
bo lessened, Kvery night, therefore, I 
went up to tho iwrb and, sticking my hcac". 
out, yoUcrt a fow times for help. My cries 
woro no longer followed by noises on deck, 
kudlconchukd that when the poor Span- 
lards huurd iny ghostly cries they remained 
" ' umblad. ' 




"i..'.tc one afternoon 1 lay with my head 
out of the port getting some fresh air and 
'ivatcliim; the water, which seemed 
slransely ciihii. I bad been liaving allc- 
gethcr loo much wine, uiui I w,is now 
feeling (he bad effects of it. I felt rogu- 
hirly nielanclioly, somehow, its I watched 
tho smooth waves. 1 happened to look 
out to leewai-d, and 1 saw a boat. In it 
were the captain and about halt of the 
crow. Tliey wore rowing away from tlie 
bark. They soon drifted a little forward 
ot tho lino that I could see from tho port, 
and I lost sight of them. Then it flashed 
over mo that they had deserted the bark 
because they thought that she was haunt- 
ed. Probably the mate and the rest of 
the crew had gone away In the other boat, 
I crawled through tho lazaretto and over 
the cargo to the trap door in the lit- 
tle rooyi where I had slept. I tried the 
dooi-, but It would not move. Some 
barrels ot stores had evidently been placed 
over the trap door. I cried out several 
times, but received no answer. I had no 
doubt thut every one had deserted the 
vessel, I felt that I was doomed to sink 
with tho abandoned vessel. I crawled 
back to my resting place and took a bottle 
of wine, but, instead of cheering me up, 
it dein-essed me. I went back to the port 
and found that the siin had sot. My 
thoughts became so gloomy that I could 
not boar them. A feeling of terror took 
possession of me, and I deliberately 
crawled through the port and dropped 
bead foremost into the sea. 

"\^'lleIl 1 came to the surface I lieiird 
cries, and saw a boat dashing up to me. 
I was .seized by tho hair and dragged into 
the boat. Here I saw the captain aud 
several of his crew. The ciplain had 
merely been to visit the master of another 
."Spanish vessel, which lay becalmocl a 
short distance from tho bark, and on bis 
way I lack had seen mo plunge out of the 
jiort hole. I wa.s hoisted on board. The 
captain and the mate had an animated 
discussion in Spanisli, which was followed 
by the mate's hurrying down into tho 
hold. I awaited his return with trembling. 
I felt sure that, after discovering tho hole 
1 had made in the cargo, the mate would 
tifrash me wilbiu an inch of my life. Ho 
came up on deck. I e: - ted to bo 
knocked down. But instead ot that the 
mate ran to me, and, throwing his arms 
around me, embraced me in a delighted 
inamior. It took me a moment or two to 
realizi! that the mate wa.s delighted to 
llnd that bis superstitious fears were 
groundless, and that the bark, after all, 
had not been haunted." — New York
